Bugbee, who is in Europe, and could not be 
consulted except by letter, but from him 
there will cotne no opposition as he has 
fully expressed himself in favor of the 
boulevard. The outer line of the boulevard 
follows as nearly as practical the lake shore, 
but in many places us on the land of the 
Alameda County Land Company, the land 
of the Adams estate, the land of Uie Vol- 
dezds Olascork, the land of W. G. Hen9haw 
find W. J. Dineee, the land of A. K. P. 
Harmon, Ihe outer line cuts off consider- 
able portions of the property.

Under the 
present law there is annually appropriated for 
tho benefit of the militit MOO.OOO, wdlle the in- 
dividual States approprjat* in the aggregate, so 
far as known, over $2,nuO,000, and in man> 
mates the militia receive also a considerable 
support from Jocal and private sources. II the 
appropriation of the General Governinen 
should be increased, and I wish it might be, I 
believe it would be gen<irouny met by a corre- 
sponding increase by tin- States themselves.

AU tneae facta 
must be carefully considered betorc an 
intelligent conclusion is reached in relation 
to the movement of population in the 
United States. The growth of cities has 
undoubtedly decreased tbe rates of increase 
in pur population, as the birth rate in our 
cities is notoriously low. The large per- 
centage of native-born women married who 
have no children, as shown by the last 
census of Massachusetts and the general 
tendency of small families among well-to- 
do Americans, are all elements that cannot 
well b« ignored in ,-v discussion of. this char- 
acter.
